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<0 MILESTONES IN THE HISTORV OF flCROEMiC SENATES and THE 
RCRDEMIC SENRTC FOR CRLIFORNIR COMMUNITV COLLEGES

illitli tlie current reuieiv of tlie Master Plan for Higlier Education 
underway, it seems appropriate to reuieui also tlie history of the 
Academic Senate mouement in California. The folloufing is a selectiue 
list of 60 Senate milestones that I hatie identified. The list is not a 
definitiue one; the complete history of the Rcademic Senate for 
California Community Colleges and the increasing significance of local 
senates lemains to be written. 

1. 1963 - The Bssembl if passes flCR No. 48 g luin g leg al recognition and 
s pecific j urisdiction to Senates. Assembly Concurrent Resolution No. 
48, authored by Assemblyman Charies Garrigus, a community college 
teacher, states: 

"....Aesolued by the Assembly of the State of California, the Senate 
thereof concurring. That the State Board of Education is hereby 
requested to prouide for the establishment at each junior college of 
an academic senate or council where the faculty members shall be 
freely selected by their colleagues for the purposes of representing 
them in the formation of policy on academic and professional matters 
at such junior colleges;. . ( See AppendiH A for complete resolution.) 

Preuious to this resolution faculty senates eiiisted on campuses, 
but the resolution goue senates legal recognition and a specific 
jurisdiction: academic and professional matters. Uforking with 
Assemblyman fiarrigus on the wording of the ACR were Ulilliam P. 
Smith, Director of Gouemmental Aelations and Legal Counsel of FflCCC 
(then called the California Junior College Faculty Rssociation - CJCFfl), 
and Ulilliam Plosser, legislatiue aduocate of the CaMfornia Federation 
of Teachers. According to a 1971 research i aper by Chester Case," Thtf . 
. . . major junior coRege instructors' orgar.izations . . .hod a great 
interest in the measure and, in an unusual show of accord, joined in an 
aduocacy for the resolution," citing the CJCFA Bulletin of October 1963, 
the CTA Action of September 1964, and an interuiew with Ulilliam 
Plosser, March, 1967. fSee bibliography: interuiew with Patricic 
McCallum; inteuiew with Chester Case, paper by Case.] 

2. 1964 - Title 5 Re g ulations relating to Senates are proposed to the 
State Board of Education b u the Junior Colle g e Bureau In the State 
De partment of Education. T he State Board adopted the Junior College 
Bureau's proposal, and it became (after some later renumbering) 
section 53200 et sec. This Title 5 section, in force today, defines 
faculty and academic senates; it also couers Senate formation. 
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procedures, membership, end powers. Two key sections were lueoker 
than current Title 5: sub-porograplis (c) ond (d) spoke of tlie senate 
liauing to present its uiews to a gouerning board 'through regularly 
established channels," and the gouerning board was obliged only to 
"entertain oral presentations" by senates at board meetings, although 
the code said the Boards "shall consider such uiews and 
recommendatioJis." (The complete Title 5 sections, with later 
additions regarding part-time faculty, the state Academic Senate, and 
other changes, are reprinted in RppendiH B. ) 

3. 1967 - The State Board of Education modifies Title 5. strengthenin g 
the role of academic tenates. T he State Board of Education amended 
sectian S32B0 et tec by modifying sub-paragraphs it) and (d) and 
adding (ie). Largely at the behest of the then California Junior College 
Faculty Rssociation (now FRCCC), the new code prouided that a local 
gouerning board "shall consider and respond" to the uiews and 
recommendations presented from the senate. Sub-paragraph (d) was 
OMpanded to include the "meet and confer" obligation of local boards 
with academic senates. Finally sub-paragraph (e) wa< added gluing 
senates the right to assume "such responsibilities ond perform such 
functions' as administration or boards may ask of them. To some 
oMtent the changes were made as a result of the passage in 1965 of 
the Ulinton Ret which dealt with "meet and confer" rights of employee 
organizations. (See #i i below.) 

4. 1967 - Legislation it enacted to cre ate the Board of Gouernort and 
the Chancellor's Office far California Community Colle ges. The Board 
af Gouemors was appointed, staggered terms were determined, and 
the firtt public meeting was held, during the spring of 1968. The 
Chancellor's Office became a separate agency, and there was no 
longer a Junior College Bureau in the State Bepartment of Education. 

Martha Hoye, tecretary in the EHecutiue diuision of the 
Chancellor's Office, recalls the early history of the Board of Gouernors: 
"The first meeting of the Board of Gouemors was held on February 28. 
1968 in the Gouemor's Council Chamber in the State Capitol. Gouernor 
Reagan welcomed the members and deHuered the Board's charge. The 
Gouemor's educatioii aduitor presided ouer the meeting until the 
election of the Chairman, Harold F. lUolters of Neuoda City. Rt this 
meeting the staggered terms were determined by lot. This initial 
meeting was not a public meeting. Ouring Rpril, May, and June of 1968 
the Board held orientation and transitional meetings with Or. Rrchie L. 
McPherran acting as the Board's Chief EHecutiue Officer. These are the 
meetings for which I took the minutes. In July 1968 the Board 



appointed Or. Sidney 111. Brossmon as tlie first Chancellor and Hope 
Hiliiord took ouer as Board secretory." 

5. 1968, Spring- Norbert Bischnf and Ted Sta niffnrd call tlie first 
statemide meeting of aco dpgiir yenate renresentatiues. Herbert 
Bischof, a mathematics and philosophy teacher at Merritt College, uias 
his local senate president-elect and a Board member of CJCFfl (now 
FRCCC). Ted Staniford was a history professor at Chabot College and 
also a member of the CJCFfl Board of Gouemors. With secretarial help 
from Ann Jones (a Merritt College student and secretary of the 
college's senate) and with seed money from CJCFR for meeting rooms, 
Bischof and Staniford inuited senates to send representatiues to a 
conference in Oakland to OHplore more effectiue ways to represent 
local senates at the state leuel. According to a recent interuiew with 
Bischof, he and Staniford acted in response to initiatiues by local 
senate presidents who sought a means to meet with their colleagues 
and to haue an senate uoice at the state leuel, in an organization that, 
like Senates, would be open to eueryone, not dependent on 
dues-poying indiuiduals. In Oakland a group of obout forty people, 
called 'the Conference of Academic Senates," uoted to continue 
inuestigating the possiblity of a statewide senate organization, and 
created a steering committee including Bischof as chair and Staniford 
as a member. Bischof and Staniford wrote a constitution which they 
sent to local senates for consideration. 

6. May 3-4,1968 - fl constitution is adopted f or the flcademic Senate for 
California Community Colle ges, tn be submitted t o senates for 
rotificetion. flt a meeting in Los Rngeles local senate representatiues 
constituted themselves as an official constitutional conuention to 
consider the document submitted by Herbert Bischof and Ted 
Staniford. After many changes, amendments, and modifications, the 
constitution was accepted for distribution to local senates for their 
epprc'jai. Bischof chaired the constitutional conuention and in a letter, 
May 24, 1968, submitting the proposed constitution to local senates, 
Bishof is listed as "chairman of the Conference of Academic Senates." 

I In recalling this early history of the Senate, we remember that in 
1981 Or. Edward (Ted) Staniford was named, posthumously. Senator 
Emeritus of the Academic Senate. 1 

7. 1969, March - rn pstitiitinn is ratified: Bis chof announces formation 
of the Academic Senate for California Communit u Collegei. In a letter 
to local senates, March 7, 1969, Herbert Bischof announces that the 
state Academic Senate has been formed; he OHplains: "According to its

constitution, tlie ASCCC (initiels used at tliot time tlie tlie Academic 
Senate for California Community Coileges] comes into being if a 
majority of local academic senates ratify this consitution. Of 89 
community colleges in the state, 71 are knouin to haue academic 
senates, fis of today, I haue receiued 45 ratifications, uihich comprises 
not only o mojority of knouin senates, but also a majority of all 
community colleges in the .state." 

8. 1969, Rprii - The first meetin g of the Bcedemic Senate for California 
Communitif Coltpgat iy Norbert Bischof continued to chair the 
meeting until elections mere held. Sheridan Hegland, a teacher at 
Palomar ond o former member of the California flssembig, was elected 
president. Others elected mere Grant Hooper, Diablo Ualleg, uice 
president; Perry Timmermans, San Diego Citg, secretarg; and Euerett 
Baker, Cerritos, treasurer. Joining the officers mere nine more men 
elected to the EKecutiue Committee. (In 1970 the EKecutiue Committee 
uias OKponded to 10 members. ) Norbert Bischof uias elected bg 
acclamation to the position of past president. Bischof uiho in l96d-69 
served at president-elect of FRCCC and mould ossume the FBCCC 
presidency for 1969-70, serued as president of the Senate 1979-80. 

9. 1969, October - The Board of Bouernors aoproues the flcedemic 
Senate at an nr qanizatien that may be supported b y public funds. 
Recording to the Education Code at that time, the Board of Gouernors 
had to approue an organization before a local board could legollg use 
public funds to poy the dues of, or send staff to meetings of, an 
organization. lUhen the Board on October 23, 1969 included the 
Academic Senate in its list of opproued organization, it did nofimply 
endorsement' of the Senate (as a memo from the Chancellor's Office 
indicatedl, but nevertheless the api^roual meant recognition of the 
Senate as a stateiuide organization eligible for local support. 

10. 1969-1970 - Early Senate resalutions on liaison mith 4-year colle ge 
senates, occroditotion. and a senate nffi ce: all eventuall u 
implemented. Among the early concerns of the senate mere the 
folloiuing: thot the Academic Senate establish on a continuing basis 
liaison mIth Academic Senates of other segments of higher education 
(spring, I979|-see ^36 belom; that the EKecutiue Committee eKomine 
what mill be needed to establish a permanent office and staff to 
seme the Senote(fall, 1979) -see ^35 belom; that the Academic Senate 
recommend thot the Accrediting Commission give serious 
consideration to the greater utiliization of communitg college faculty 
as on integral part of accrediting teams visiting community colleges 
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and the nomination of these faculty members be mode by tlie 
Bcademic Senate and/or local faculty senates (Fall, 1970) -see #22,47 
belouf. 

II. 1970 - The Ulinton flct is amended to clarify tlie role of Senates. 
The Ulinton flct, 1965 (see also #3 aboue), elaborated 'meet and 
confer' rights and obligations of employee organizations and local 
boards. For many years the role of academic senates under this act 
mas debated. In 1970 RB 820 was enacted which stated that it 
uias'the intention of the Legislature that nothing contohed in this 
article [The Ulinton flcti shaU be construed to restirct, Hmit, or prohibit 
the fuM oHorcise of the functions of any academic senate or faculty 
council. . .' This paragraph is simHar to section 3540 in SB 160, the 
collectiue borgoining bUI, enacted in 1975, which repealed the Ulinton 
flct (see below #20). 

12. 1970 - The Academic Senate for CaUfornia Community Colle g es is 
incorporated as a nonprofit comoration. Papers incorporating the 
flcademic Senate were filed in the office of the California Secretary of 
State NoLiember 24, 1970. The document states that the 'specific and 
primary purposes' of the organization are 'the promotion and 
oduancement of public community college education in California.' The 
general purposes of the Senate are the following: 

(1) To strengthen \oc6\ academic senates and councils of community 
colleges; 

(2) To serue os the uoice of the faculty of the community colleges in 
matters of statewide concern; 

(3) To deuelop policies and promote the implementation of policies on 
matters of statewide issues; 

(4) To molce recommendations on statewide matters affecting the 
community college. 

flppreciotion was OHpressed to Dean Close, Bokersfleld College, 
Seno*e president and also an attorney, for his help in effecting the 
incorporation of the flcademic Senate. 

13. 1970-1971 - The Academic SgnatiLParticioates in an fld Hoc 
Committee on Tenure and Euaiuation. Formed early in 1970 with 
representatiues from the Senate, CTfl, flflUP, CFT, FflCCC, and the 
faculty section of CJCfl (now CflCC), the committee sent its report to 
the chancellor of community colleges in February, 1971; its 
recommendations serued as the basis for SB 696, which was signed 
into law in December, 1971, and went into effect September, 1972. 
Senate inuolvement on this committee was significant because for the 
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first time tlie Senate Joined with otiier statewide faculty 
organizations to malce recommendations to tlie Ctiancellor and to tlie 
Board of Couemors. SB 696 remains tlie law at tlie present time, 
aStliougti tlie Commission for ttie Reuiew of the Master Plan for Higher 
Educatian is recommending in its March, 1986 final draft, changes in 
both tenure and eualuation procedures. Recording to the Rd Hoc 
Committee's report, it was formed 'partially in response to OKpressed 
public and legislatiue dissatisifacton with current tenure prouislons, 
and partially as an effort among community college faculty to initiate 
steps to'police its own ranlcs' and prouide a means for improuement 
of instruction by all certificated personnel." Charles Bn|don,then 
assistant director, junior college leadership program, UC Berlceley, 
chaired the Rd Hoc Committee. Now Bean, flntioch Unluersity, San 
Francisco, Brydon, in a recent interuiew, speculated that the Rd Hoc 
Committee's woric is probably responsible for souing tenure for 
community colleges. Indeed research shews that, among the bills 
intraduced in 1978 for legislatiue considerotion, were SB 632 which 
prouided that community college employees "shaH not haue tenure or 
permanent classification, but shaH be employeed on a year-to-year 
basis;" and "SB 1484 which would haue prohibited community college 
tenure but would prouide, instead, employement contracts up to flue 
years. Recording to Norbert Bischof, Bill Smith, director of 
gouernmentai relations and legal counsel for FRCCC, played a icey role 
in worlcing with Senator Rodda on SB 696 and in bringing the faculty 
organizations together to form the Rd Hoc Commltee. Senator Rodda 
brought about a legislatiue moratorium on attacks on tenure while the 
Committee worlced to deuelop the proposals that euentually became 
law. 

14. 1970-71 - Sheridan He q iend edits the first senate publication. "The 
flSCCC Legisl atiue Newsletter." Published seuerol times a year while 
Sheridan Hegland serued on the EKocutlue Committee, the newsletter 
was widely praised for its wit, wisdom, insight, and comment. Notable 
for its distinctiue buff color and timely quotations on ^i^e first page, 
the newsletter was well receiued, often praised and quoted. Heg 
brought to his editorship not only his baclcground as the first 
president of the statewide Senate, but also his OKperience as a lormer 
member of the California State Rssembly and a respected journalist 
and editor. Rt the 1971 spring session Heg receiued the first of many 
resolutions of appreciation for publication of the newsletter. 

15. 1970-72 - The Senate su p ports the si g nificant role of ethnic 
minorities and women in community colleg e education. Rt the fall, 
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1971 session o resolution u^os adopted urging locol senates 'to support 
tlie increased membership of ethnic minorities on faculties at large, 
and increased participation by ethnic minorities in local senates and in 
the Academic Senate and on accreditation teams. * In 1971 seueral 
resolutions addressed the need for ethnic studies at community 
colleges, urged in-seruice training for foculty to learn about ethnic 
studies, and urged 'multi-ethnic, multi-cultural learnings and 
eKperiences' as port of general education. The spring, 1972 session 
heard a report from a committee on women's rights in education 
(chaired by Don McHugh, Sacramento City College), and adopted 
seueral resolutions including one urging the ratification of the equal 
rights amendment by the California State Legislature, another calling 
for change in maternity leaue policies, and one asicing that 
information that might be used to discriminate be elminated from 
application forms, such as: race, religion, age, sok, marital status, and 
number of dependents. Although supporting affirmatiue action in 
these early resolutions, the Senate specifically cited its support of 
affirmation action in a fall, 1977 resolution, resoluing that the Senate 
"support the goals of affirmatiue action and the means to achieue 
those goals including, but not limited to - wide recruitment, balanced 
selectian committee, and fauorble odministratiue climate." 

16. 1974, February - The Senate sponors o one-da y mini-conference on 
Collectiue Bargainin g. The one-day conference included information 
and discussion. Preuiously the Senate hod sponsored a one-day 
conference on 'Improuing Instruction through Eualuation' in 
December, 1971 (which included administrators and trustees as 
partricipants); and a one-day conference in February, 1971 on 
retirement, tenure, and coordinated instruction systems. Senate 
conferences traditionally haue been open to all members of 
community colleges, as well as to those from four-year and 
gouernmental segments. 

17. 1974, Fall - President iilanda Munson announces new Senate 
pubittotiDn>. Pre»idefit Mun90fi reported to the foil session thot for 
the first time on Rcodemic Senate directory had been compiled, 
including EHecutlue Committee members, iocaS senate presidents, 
senate areas, and committee membership. She also announced two 
brochures: 'The Role of the Rcodemic Senates in California Community 
Colleges, a position paper, 1974' and 'The Academic Senate for 
California Community CoSleqes' eKplaining what the state Senate 
does. She OKpressed appreciation to Past President Don McHugh for 
writing the two booklets. 
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18. 1974 - Earl y Senate Bepresentotiues on State Committees. Tlie 
records show that by spring of 1974, two Senate nominees serued on 
California State College/Uniuersity Joint committees. Rndy Mason, 
West Los Rngeles, was on the 'Joint Committee on Transfer Issues" 
whose purpose was 'to make it easier for students to mouz from one 
segment of higher education to another.' Ulolt McCallum, Sierra, 
serued on the Joint Transfer Credit Reuiew Board whose members 
heard challenges by state calleges and universities of courses which 
haue been designated transferable by community colleges. Other 
Senate representatiues at the time included Vates Greer,'Siskiyous, on 
the Chancellor's Technicai Finance Committee and Carl Pohlhammer, 
Monterey Peninsula on a Chancellor's Rd Hoc Committee on Student 
Measurement which was working with the Oepartment of Finance 
regarding census weeks and drop dates. (Greer and Pohlhammer were 
former Senate presidents. See RppendiK C for complete list of Senate 
presidents.) 

19. 1975-1977 - R Committee on Rcademic Standards is create d, issues 
re ports , and sponsors a conference. Rt first an ffif/^fc committee, 
and later the first standing committee of the Rcademic Senate(Fall, 
1976), the Committee on Academic Standards was charged with 
studying academic standards throughout the state and was asked to 
submit a report couering such topics as: grading, teleuision 
instruction, credit-no credit courses, and 'coordination of academic 
quality of euery segment of the education program, including on 
campus and off campus offerings.' Leon Baradat, MiraCosto and Doug 
Sabiston, Contra Costa, were appointed North/South co-chairs of the 
committee. The Committee conducted a suruey on Rcademic Standards 
and submitted reports or that suruey and on a stateuiide conference 
on Rcademic Standards sponsored by the Rcademic Senate in 
Oecember, 1977. Rt this Oecember conference ouer 180 people 
representing community and four-year colleges attended, addressing 
such topics as diagnostic testing, course prerequisities, and 'the 
meaning of the Rssociate Degree.' 

20. 1975 -1976 SB 160. Collectiue Bar g ainin g, becomes law : Academic 
Senates are cited : implementation be g ins. SB 160, sometimes also 
called the Rodda Bill, after its sponsor State Senator flilan Rodda, 
included in Section 3540 the prouision that 'nothing contained in this 
chapter shall be construed to restrict, limit, or prohibit the full 
OKercise of the functions of any academic senate or faculty council. . . 
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with respect to district policies on ocodemic end professional 
matters, so long as tlie euercise of such functions does not conflict 
with lawful collectiue agreements." Senator Rodda elaborated on the 
meaning of SB 160 at the fall, 1976 Senate session. 

21. 1976 - Fall Session adopts as an official ppsition pa per a brochure 
on the role of senates: Senator Rodda comments further. 
Norbert Bischof wrote and submitted to the fall, 1976 session a 
pamphlet eHplaining the rights and responsibilities of local senates, 
including senates where collectiue bargaining may be in effect. 
Bischof sent the pamphlet to Senator Rodda who commented ou it as 
follows: "...I must indicate that the uiews oHpressed in the brochure 
reflect my own perception of the role of the academic senate. It was 
because I had such a conception of the academic senate that i wished 
to provide a limited scope in the collective bargaining procedure as it 
related to the community colleges. . " Bischofs pamphlet, later 
reissued to include Senator Rodda's letter, was widely distributed; the 
1977 annual report states that of the original printing of 2,000 copies, 
nearly all were gone by June. 

22. 1976-1977 - The Rcademic Senate reaffirms the necessity of facuitu 
involvement with accreditation. Rt the spring, 1976 sesson, Tyra 
Ouncan-Hall, City College of San Francisco, reminded delegates of the 
Senate's 1970 position that more faculty serve on accreditation 
visiting teams; she proposed a resolution (adopted unanimously) that 
the Senate president should contact the Western Rssociation of 
Schools and Colleges (UIRSC) asking for implementation of the Senate's 
position. Rs president and as past president, Walt McCallum was the 
Senate liaison to the Accrediting Commission, becoming the first 
Rcademic Senate representative to address the Commission. On the 
basis of McCallum's work, the Commission agreed to accept nominees 
from ;he Senate to serve on visiting teams. Lloyd OeGormo, Compton, 
was the first chair of the Senate's accreditation committee; he 
distributed accrediting team nomination forms to faculty and worked 
with Or. Robert Swenson, EHecutive Director of the Commission, to 
inaugurate this program. 

23. 1977, May - The Board of Governors Commends the Rcademic 
Senate. The Board of Governors, on May 20, 1977, took the following 
action, listed as Board Rction No. 770533: Members of the Board 
present adopted unanimously a motion that a resolution be prepared 
to thank Mrs. Edith Conn, President of the Rcademic Senate for 
California Community Colleges, for her contribution and

(icknoiuledgins the performance of the Rcodemic Senate." This public 
and official recognition of the Senate led the may for Title 5 
recognition the folloiving year. (See ^26 below.) 

24. 1977, June - The flcademic Senate oretents its first annual re port 
to the Beard of Bouernort. 6ut Gulchard, at that time Chief EKecutiue 
Officer of the Chancellor't Office, suggested that the Senate prepare 
an annual reiiort to be given to the Board of Bouernors at its June 
meeting, Jutt prior to the departure of the current president. Senate 
Treasurer Norm Berth, Sacramento City College, and Past President 
Ulanda Munsan, Butte, prepared the 38-page report uihich was titled 
"...Toward a More Effectiue Education Progrom' and was dedicated to 
the then seuen past presidents of the Senate 'whose deuotion to 
ocademic and prafessional matters led the flcademic Senate to 
significant contributions 'toward a more effectiue education 
program." 

25.1977-1978 - The role of Dart-time faculty in academic senates is 
recoonized in ne w Title 5 amendments: distric t senates also couered. 
After discussion and recommendation by the Fall, 1977 tonf erence, the 
Senate proposed, and eariy in 1978 the Boord of Gouernors adopted, 
new Title 5 sub-paragraphs to Section 53202: (d) and (e). 
Sub-paragraph (d) permitted faculty to prouide for part-timers to be 
members of locol senotes. Preuiously an flttorniey General's opinion 
ruled that part-time faculty could not be senate members under the 
then enisting prouisions. Sub-paragraph (e) was abided to permit the 
formation of an academic senate 'in the absence of any full-time 
faculty members in a community college.' Rn addition iiios also made 
to Section 53201 permitting the establishment of district senates. (See 
flppendiK B for full tent of Title 5 prouisions relating to senates.) 

26. 1977-1978 - The flcademic Senate for California Communit y Colleg es 
is recognized h ip the Board of Gouernors in Title 5; Section 53206. 
Under the leadership of President Jeon Uincenzi (who, in her 1978 
onnual report statement, aclcnawledges the contributions of Norbert 
Bischof in these changes) significant odditions were mode In the Title 
5 prouison? relating to the state Senate and local senates. As 
indicated in#25 aboue, eariy in the year additions were made to couer 
part-time faculty ond senates ond district senotes. Later in the 
spring, the Boord approued Section 53206 (reprinted in its entirety in 
AppendiH B) which concerns the state Senate, first saying that the 
Academic Senate for California Community Colleges 'hos been 
established through ratification by locol academic senates or faculty 
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councils ... in order tliot the community college faculty of Collfomlo 
mny haue a formal and effectiue procedure for participating in the 
formation of state policies on academic and professional matters." 
Sub-paragraph (bl giues Board of Gouernors' recognition to the state 
Senate 'as the representatiue af Community College academic senates 
or faculty cauncils before the Board of Gouernors and tlie Clioncellor's 
Office." 

It must be added that the original Senate Title 5 proposal to the 
Board detailed a relatianship between the Senate and tlie Board of 
Gouernors similar to tliat outlined in Title 5 between local senates and 
local boards. The original preposal also asked for a Title 5 recognition 
that the Academic Senate is the representatiue af local senates not 
only before the Board and to the Chancellor's office but also to "other 
state groups dealing with statewide concerns of community college 
education." These prouisions were adopted at the Fall, 1977 Senate 
conference. Rfter many manths of work and compromise, the current 
wording in section 53206 was agreed upon. (See flppendiH for Title 5.) 

27. 1977-1978 - Thn Academic Senate nominates members to the first 
Aduisoru and Beuiew Council, the Fund for Instructional improuement. 
Former Senate Uice-President Phil Giuant serued on a Chancellor's 
Rduisory committee which deueloped Title 5 regulations to implement 
the then recently enacted RB 1173, Uasconcellos, which prouided direct 
grants and loans for instructional improuement at the community 
colleges. The first Senate nominees who serued on the Rduisory and 
Reuiew Council were Jonnah Laroche, Allan Hancock, and Steue 
Kellogg, Chaffey. 

28. 1978 - local senate inuoluement in state issues; committees and 
ateas. Records show that from the beginning the state Senate 
attempted to inuolue locrl senates in statewide deliberations by 
prouir«ing for area erganizatiOR$ and meetings. The spring session, 
1974, adopted a resolution, proposed by Jean Uincenzi, Saddleback, 
supporting what seems to haue already occurred; "regional meetings 
of local college fQculty senate representatiues to be held at 
appropriate times pricr to the regular statewide sessions." The 
resolution further asked that the EHecutiue Committee budget time 
and money to assist in the deuelopment of these regional meetings. 
The first Senate directory, distributed at the Fall, 1974, conference 
Msted four areas and the colleges in each. The Fall, 1978 conference 
Adopted a position paper on faculty inuoluement on state and federal 
advisory committees, including an application form to be widely 
distributed to allow more community college faculty an opportunity to 
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participate on gouernmentol aduisory committees. 



29. 1979, January - The Sen ate tponsort a one-dau statemide 
Conference on Batic Sicliit. (eld at Laney College in Oalcland, the 
conference brought together leoders from throughout the state In an 
ottempt to clorlfy Senote positions on basic skills, including such 
issues as assessment, placement, counseling, and eualuation of 
remedial offerings, nt its spring, 1979 conference the Senate 
supported a 10% limit on the number Mf basic skills units o student may 
use to met the requirements (electiues only) for on Rssociote Degree. 

30. 1979, January - Chancellor's Hduisorif Comm ittee on Bradinq 
Policies is formed, chaired h^ faculty memhiir. Mariyamber Uilia. For 
the first time, a chancellor's aduisory committee, is chaired by a 
faculty member, EHocutiue Committee wiember, Moryomber Uilla, Los 
flngeles Ualley. From the recommendations of this aduisory committee 
come neuf Title 5 regulotions. Moryomber Uilla uirote an annotated 
eHplanation of the neiu groding policies distributed ot the fall, 1980 
senate session. She updated that first publication with a second 
annotated booklet distributed foil, 1985. 

31. 1979, February - Chancellor's flduisory Committee on General 
Education is established, with facultif chair , lloiyd DeSarmo. OeOarmo, 
Compton, also choired the Senate's Educational Policies Commit*ee. 
Euentuolly the Boord of fiouernors odopted new general education 
requirements based on the work of this committee. 

32. 1979 - Regular liaison established lu ith CSU Senate and CSll 
Educationol Policies Committee hij Tonif Bilieran. Eneuctiue 
Committee member from Sonta Barbara City College, Gilleran was also 
a member of the CSU Chancellor's Tosk Force on Generol Educoilon 
Requirements ond helped established the current "CSU general 
educotion certification" process under which we currently operate. 

33. 1979, February and August - The First 6reat Teachers Seminar cn- 
SDonsored htf the Bcademic Sena te and CCJCR inow CflCCI is nianngd 
and hald. Oauid GottshoH, College of DuPage, IHInnis, founder of the 
now 17 year-old midwettern Great Teachers Seminar and a disciple and 
colleague of the lote Roger Gorrison who deueloped a master teachers 
seminar in Maine, came to California in February te make plans for the 
August euent. Because a rainstnrm preuented CCJCA (now I ACC) 
representotiues from flying, Gottshall met in Santa Barbara only with 
Senate Eirecutiue Cemmittee members Jonnah Laroche, Edith Conn, ond 
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Tony Gilleron. R visit to Lo Coso de Morio retreat center in nearby 
Montecito confirmed a suitable location. Brochures were distributed 
at the spring conferences of CCJCR and the Senate. The first seminar, 
staffed by 6ottthall and others from Illinois, was a success, and the 
seminar has continued each summer, with plans now being made for a 
June 15-20, 1986 meeting. The original staff has now been replaced 
with California teachers oBcept for Dauid Gottshall who continues to 
direct the seminar. Leadership from CflCC staff - including Mary Lou 
Zoglin, Ernie Berg (wno first proposed to the Senate that it co-sponsor 
the euent), Peter Hirsch, and Sharon Vaap - has been significant. 

34. 1979 - Chancellor's Office requests a Senate oaoer on under- 
re presented students in California Communitu Colle ges. Marian 
Rndersoh, Sacramento City, and Tyra Ouncon-Hall, City College of San 
Francisco, wrote o paper entitled: 'Recommendations for California 
Community College Inuoluement in Admission, Retention, and Rcademic 
Rchieuement of Broups Presently Under-represented in California 
Community Colleges." The report was transmitted to the legislature by 
the Chancellor's Office in response to a Supplmenetal Budget Language 
request asking for reports from the three segments of higher 
education on under-represented students. 

35. 1979 - Chancellor UIHIiam Craiq recommends to the Board of 
Gouernors more inuoluement of the Academic Senate. In a memo to 
the Board dated July 26, 1979, Chancellor Craig recommended that 
there be regular meetings with the Chancellor and the state Senate, 
that officers of the Senate be on the Chancellor's Office mailing list, 
ond that "the Chancellor should request nomes for committee 
appointments and consult with the Academic Senate in appointing 
foculty to Chancellor's task groups and committees." This significant 
commitment by the Chancellor concerning the role of the Rcademic 
Senat? was reprinted in the 1980 edition of the brochure, "The Role of 
Rcodrmic Senates in California Comunity Colleges." (See #21 aboue.) 



36. 1980 - The Intersegmental Se..«;e( noui called the Intersegmental 
Committee of the Bcademic Senates! meets for the first time. In the 
spring of 1980 the senate presidents of CSU, UC, and the community 
colleges met for the first time in order to draft a press release 
concerning educational issues of the then-proposed Proposition 9. 
Then on March 19, CC, UC, and CSU Senate presidents met with Governor 
Jerry Brown on financial problems facing the three segments. Also 
attending this meeting were Chancellor Gerald Hoyward, Californiio 
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community colleges; Chancellor Glenn Dumke, CSU; and President Oould 
SoHon, UC; as ivell as representotiues from K-12, the Department of 
Finance and CPEC. Folloiving this significant meeting, the Gouernor 
announced the neHt day that he would himself uote against 
Propotition 9. The three Senate chairs decided to continue to meet 
and to invbiue others from their Senates in uihat uias to be called a 
tripartite Educational Policy Seminar to discuss areas of mutual 
concern. Norbert Bischof arranged for the first historic meeting of 
this group on May 21 in the office of Community College Chancellor 
Gerald Hayivard. Attending mere the choirs of the UC and CSU Senates 
and the President of the community college Senate, (Karl Pister, Bob 
Kully, and Norbert Bischof, respectiuely) along uiith members of the 
Educational Palicies Committees of the three segments. Among the 
issues on the agenda were grading, academic standards, transfer, 
competencies required of college freshmen, and general education. 
The group decided to continue to meet regularly because of mutual 
benefits to ail. Today, the Intersegmental Committee of the Academic 
Senates meets regularly addressing a uariety of issues facing faculty 
in the public segments of higher education. Including orticulation and 
educational quality. The Intersemental Committee Is especially 
significant because It is a foculty-to-faculti] intersegmental actlulty. 
For the first time at a senate conference the spring, 1986 Senate 
session mill have as guests the chair of the CSU Senate, Bernard 
Goldstein and the chair of the UC Senate, Marjorie Caserlo, appearing 
on a panel together, discussing with their community college 
colleagues, 'collegial gouernance." 

37. 1980 - UC BOABS includes a senate-recommended faculty member . 
LeonBaradat. The 1980 annuel report for the first time includes a 
report on the uiorle of the UC Board of Admissions ond Aelations with 
Schools (BOAAS) by Baradat, MiraCasta. 

38. 1978-1980 The Assembl y and Senate agree that state fundin g is 
aPDreDriate for the Academic Senate. After many years of Senate 
effort, the legislature, in the spring of 1980, accepted a budget 
proposal from the Chancellor's Office that included some funding for 
the Academic Senate. Gluing testimony ouer the years on the need for 
state funding were Leon Baradat, Norbert Bischof, other members of 
the EHecutiue Committee, FACCC and the local senates. At the time 
state funding was approued, it was OKpressly the uiew of the 
Governor's Office that local districts continue to pay state Senate 
assessments in order to maintain the Senate as "the representatiue" 
of local senates. An early Senate position shows a similar stance: at 
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^ the foil, 1972 session a position paper on tlie Rcodemic Senate hod 
stated, "Some portion of the operation costs of the flcademic Senate 
should be borne as a line item In the Board of Gouernor's budget end 
some portion [should be bomel by local trustees/State funding 
enabled, for the first time, a Senate president to be completely 
reassigned from college duties, In order to carry out the resonslbllltles 
of the flcademic Senate. Tyra Duncan-Hall (president, 1980-81) was the 
first Senate president to haue such reassigned time Funding was also 
prouided to glue some reassigned time for other Senate officers and 
committee choirs, to increase senate publications such as the 
newsletter and Journal, and to proulde funds for printing and 
distribution of special reports and position papers. 

39. 1981 The flccreditinq Commission Handboolc Is reulsed and Includes 
academic s enates as part of Standard 9C. Many faculty worked 
diligently throughout 1980-61 to bring about senate Inclusion In this 
standard which begins: "The role of faculty In institutional gouernance 
is cleorly defined." The Handboolc also includes. In an appendlH, a 
position stotement on delineation of function between the collectlue 
bargaining agent and academic senates. At the request of the Senate, 
Hal Ulllo, Los Rngeles Halley, wrote the statement which remains 
important in specifying arees of senate concern. Including, but not 
limited to: accreditation, academic standards, articulation, 
credentlaling, curriculum, staff development, and student services. 
The statement continues: "This [Hstingj in no way Mmlts the 
consultation rights of bargaining agents where authorized by 
stotute." 

40. 1981 - The Board of Gouernors a p oroues regulations inuoluinq local 
senates In the course classification s y stem. On November 6, 1981 the 
Board adopted Title 5 wording that specified a credit course "is a 
course which, at a minimum. Is recommended by the responsible 
college officials and the academic senate or other appropriate faculty 
body as being of appropriate academic rigor. . ." This Title 5 
recognition of local senate involvement in the course classification 
system culminated more than two years of Senate Interest and 
involvement In this academic Issue. While Herbert BIschof debated the 
issue nn the general Chancellor's Advisory Committee, Leon Baradat, 
MiraCosta and Mary Carter Smith, Laney, represented the Senate on a 
Chancellor's Task Force addressing what at first was colled "the 
credlt/nonrredit" issue; the Task Force was formed In August, 1979 in 
response to legislative budget language. The Task Force submitted o 
two-part report to the Board of Gouernors, In January and In July, 
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1980. In October, 1980, the Academic Senate published on annotated 
copy of the credit/noncredit report deueloped by the Chancellor's Task 
Force. The onnotstlons include eKplonations of the prouisions in the 
report, discussions of the mojor issues inuolued, and details about the 
positions of the Rcodemic Senate. Written by EHOcutiue Committee 
and Taslc Force member Leon Boradat, the document prompted 
stateuiide discussion of, and euentual implementation of, the course 
classification system, o mojor community college academic reform. 

41. 1981 n The Bcademic Senate res ponds to the "Ki«»ier Report ' mith an 
OHtensiue research document h u Maruamher Uiila. In June, 1980 the 
Uniuersity of Colifomia published the final "Report of the Task Croup 
on Retention ond Transfer' popularly knouin as the 'Kissler Report" 
named after Or. Gerald Kissler, OCLR who choired the Task Group. The 
report, sharply critical of the community colleges' transfer programs, 
mas discussed stateuiide and receiued consideroble press publicity. 
The foil, 1980 Senate conference heard Dr. Kissler's presentation, ond 
osked the EKecutiue Committee to prepare an analysis of his findings. 
Moryamber Uilla, chair af the Senate's Educationol Policies Committee, 
uirote 0 scholarly, carefully reseorched reply, "Issues Pertoining to 
the Transfer Function of the Colifornio Community Colleges," which 
iifos adopted by the Rcodemic Senate. The Uilla paper and the Kissler 
report helped stimulote discussion and concern regording the transfer 
function and related issues of articulotion, high school preporation, 
and academic standards that continue to be oddressed today. 

42. 1981 - Re oresentatiues of the Rcodemic Senate and the Chief 
Instructional O fficers meet for the first time. Senote President 
Borborn Hinkiey and the ClO's president Richard Veo arranged for the 
first meeting of the group, uihich, according to Hinkley's 1982 annual 
report statement, "uias a special moment in the history of coRegiol 
gouernonce." The group, sometimes called the "RS-CIO's," oddressed 
such issues as strengthening the associate degree, remediation, and 
transfer. Some of the concerns of the RS-CIO's loter become the 
issues deueloped by the Choncellor's Tosk Force on Rcodemic Quoloity. 
It is felt by many that the RS-CIO's meet an important need for o 
stateuiide group looking at instructional issues. One of the first 
concerns of the group uios houi to limit the number of remedial 
courses that could count toward an associote degree, fls of tliis 
writing, Richord Veo is planning a reunion of the first RS-CIO's group 
for March, 1986. 

43. 1981 - The first issue of the Senate journal. The Forum , is published. 
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Editor Jonnoh Loroche eKploined in n preface that the Spring, 1981 
publication 'modestly aspires to be the first of many issues which 
prouide a forum for the eKchonge and dissemination of the ideas and 
uieiupoints of the Californin community college faculty." T he Fonim 
included articles on academic standards, transfer education, study 
skills and the 50% laui. fl second issue was published in Spring, 1982. 
The £oauQ_was the first official publication to use the now familiar 
Senate logo of the sun and the open book. (See #54 below.) Rf ter a 
gap of a few years, The Forum returns in 1986, under the editorship of 
Susan Petit, College of San Mateo. 

44. 1981-82 - The Senate Besearch Committee, a Standing committee of 
the Academic Senate , conducts seueral statewide lunieif i. The spring, 
1980 session uoted to establish a standing committee on research, and 
in the following year, choired by Phil Hartley, Choffey, the committee 
conducted studies on the organization and role of local senates; the 
composition and function of curriculum committees; and competency, 
placement, and achieuement testing in community colleges. 

45. 1982 - The Interseg mental Committee of the academic Senates 
issues a comoetencg statertient for Fn olish and Math: other 
competencu statements are oianned. The booklet, 'Statements on 
Preparation in English and Mathematics: Competencies EKpected of 
Entering Freshmen and Remedial and Baccaloureote-Leuel Course 
Ufork," was a Joint effort of UC, CSU, and the community college 
faculty, with consultants from K-12 educators as well. Originally 
supported by the California Round Table on Educational Opportunity, 
the booklet is now auailable at cost from the State Department of 
Education. Intersegmental committees haue also worked on 
competency statements for science, social science, and foreign 
language; a statement on performing and fine arts is also being 
planned. 

46. 1982 - The fall conference oreuiews a i oint Senate/BCCCfl 
uideotope on communitu colleg e finance. Senate Treasurer Bob 
Silverman produced the uideotape 'Finance in California Community 
Colleges,' which reuiews the history of community college finance and 
discusses funding fomulas, budgeting principles, and considers 
financial crises and the future. The tape includes interuiews with 
college and legislatiue leaders. R cooperotiue effort of the Senate and 
the Rssociation of California Community College Rdminsitrators, the 
tape receiued both California and national recognition.

47. 1983 - The Academic Senate i$ represented on the nominiitin g 
committee of the Bccreditino Committion. When the Accrediting 
Commission for Community and Junior Colleges (RCCJC) approued, at 
its January, 1983 meeting, an amendment to the constitution of the 
Ulestern Rssociation of Schools and Colleges(lilRSC), delineating neui 
membership and appointment procedures for the RCCJC, the action 
capped 13 years of actiuity by the Rcademic Senate for more faculty - 
and more Senate - inuolulement in accreditation. The 1981-82 UIRSC 
directory indicated only two faculty on the 15-person RCCJC. By 1983, 
under the neui constitution, there were fiue faculty on a Commission 
of 17. Jonnoh Loroche and Leon Raradat were the first Senate 
representatiues to the Commission nominating committee. The first 
faculty appointed under the new constitution, which specifies UIRSC 
Board approual, were Edith Conn, Uentura, and Ray Euans, Feather 
Bluer. 

48. 1983-1985 - Rcademic Senate appointed faculty serue on the 
flrticulation Council; the Council is reorganized and reformed ; Senate 
nominates members of flrticulation Liaiso n Committees. Rt the spring, 
I9P3 Senate session a position paper, first adopted by the EKecutiue 
Committee in February, 1983, pointed out 'needs that must be 
oddressed in any reorganization of the Rrticulotion Council," including 
"increasing the inuoluement of Rcodemic Senates in articulation 
acitiuities," pointing out that the Council's Board of Directors at that 
time had few faculty representatiues and those on the Board from 
community colleges hod no links with the community college Rcademic 
Senate. The paper further asked that the Council be managed by a 
segmental, rather than a priuate management firm (which had been 
the case since 1981), and requested the Chancellor's office should 
"appropriately" be handling "actiuities inuoluing articulation." By the 
fall of 1983, some changes had been made: the Chancellor's Df flee 
asked the Rcodemic Senate to submit nominees to serue on 
flrticulation Council liaison committees; the Chancellor's Dffice would 
then moke the final appointments from the Senate nominations. 
Alfredo Mendoza was, upon recommendtion of the Senate, appointed 
to the Council's Board of Directors, attending his first meeting in 
Januarg, 1984. Ulhen Senate President Carmen Decker Joined Alfredo 
Mendoza on the Board of Directors of the Rrticulotion Council in 
January, 1985, a long Senate effort to improue the effectiueness of 
the Council through more faculty inuoluement was culminated. For 
1985-86 the Senate is represented on the Council by Senate President 
Mark Edelstein and Past President Carmen Decker; faculty also serue 
on the Council's EKecutiue Committee. Rs the Council continues Its 
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reorganization efforts, Carmen Oeclcer heads a subcommittee on 
Improued Support for the Transfer Function. 



49.1983-1984 - President Bob Siluerman establishes the first Senate 
Uocational Education Committee. Larru Miller, Foothill, choirs the 
committee, which sponsors the first in depth discussion of uocational 
education at a Senate session, spring, I9lj4. Leaders in industrg and 
uocational education address Senate presidents and delegates at the 
conference. 

50. 1984 - The Senate publishes tuio boolclets shoming Academic 
Senate policies for ten gears regarding transfer and academic reform 
issues. Edited by President Bob Siluerman and Brchiuist Edith Conn, 
the booklets, published in the spring, 1984, were entitled: 'Transfer 
Education: fl Bridge to the Future - Policies and Positions on Transfer 
and Related Issues, 1977-1984;' and 'Academic Policies: Leading the 
lUay - SeSected Resolutions and Position Papers, 1974-1983.' 
The booklets include Senate positions on such reform-related issues as 
matriculation, competency, course repetition, course classification, 
academic rigor, telecommunications, general education, grading, the 
associate degree, and articulation. Also included were Senate position 
papers on 'Instruction as a Priority,' Academic Standards: the 
Faculty's Role,' 'Beneral Education Model Criteria for the Associate 
Oegree,' and Guidelines in the use of telecommunications systems in 
instruction. 

51. 1984 - The sprin g conference adopts a position paper on 'The 
Academic Senate and the Board of Souernors.' The paper becomes a 
point for discussion with outgoing Chancellor Gerald Hayward and 
with incoming Chancellor Joshua Smith. The paper delineates some 
practices already in place, but asks that the position of the Academic 
Senat'^ be clarified^ for OKample, that the Senate 'be consulted about 
fiscal policy when that policy has implications for academic quality,' 
and that (he Academic Senate 'be considered. . . the formal 
policy-recommending body for the faculty on academic matters.' 
Other points in the document concern faculty appointments by the 
Chancellor's Office, as well as by other state agencies or organizations 
that seek such appointments through the Chancellor's office. (See also 
#35 below.) 

52. 1984 - The Gouernor a o ooints Jonnah Laroche. the first facult y 
member to the Board of Go uernors under SB 1204 which giues the 
Academic Senate nomination responsibilities. Signed by Gouernor 
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Deukmejian in the fall ef 1983, SB 1204 was supported uigorousiy with 
letters and phone calls by community college faculty, In a campaign 
spearheaded by FflCCC EHecutiue Director Patricic McCallum. After the 
bill became law. President Bob Siluerman solicited applicants for the 
Board position from faculty throughout the state; he apppointed a 
reuiew committee which selected sik nominees whose names and 
applications were submitted to the Gouernor, Nouember 29, 1983: Past 
Senate Presidents Duncan-Hall, Hinkley, BIschof, Conn, and Laroche, 
and former FRCCC President John McFarland, Sierra College. During the 
spring, 1984, each nominee is interuiewed by the Gouernor's Office. 
ntBlesfiogg/n limes, July 23, 1984, reports the appointment of 
Jonnah Laroche, an English teacher at Rllan Hancock College, to the 
Board of Gouemors. During her tenure on the Board Laroche chairs the 
prestigious Educational Policy Committee and terues on the Search 
Committee for a new chancellor following the resignation of Gerald 
Hayward. 

53 . 1984 - The Senate has an office in Sacramento with the 
Chancellor's Office. Through the efforts of Senate Presidents Bob 
Siluerman and Carmen Becker and the good will of Chancellor Gerald 
Hayward and Assistant Chancellor Joseph Keating, the Senate is giuen 
a second-floor office at 1107 9th street, where the Chancellor's Office 
is also housed. In August, 1984, Senate Archiuist Edith Conn arrives in 
Sacramento with twenty-one large boHes of Senate material, 
preuiously stored in garages, home and college offices, attics, and 
basements. Mr. Keating presents the Senate with keys to the office, 
the building, and the washrooms - a memorable moment in Senate 
history. Conn sends letters to former presidents asking for 
presidential papers to be stored in the Senate's Sacramento office. 
Buring the year 1984-85 furniture is bought, and the long process of 
filing and organizing 15 years of Senate archiues begins. 

54. 1984 . Fall - Susan Petit edits the first issue of the Senate 
newsletter The Bostrum. a widely distributed and uniuersally praised 
publication. Using a red-color heading featuring the now-accepted 
Senate logo of the open book and rising sun (deueloped by Jonnah 
Laroche and the graphics staff at Allan Hancock; first used on Senate 
stationery in 1983), the newsletter features interuiews with leaders in 
community college, Senate news, and an important column "people 
around the state." Among those interuiewed by Editor Petit haue been 
Chancellor Joshua Smith, Accrediting Commission Enecutiue Director 
John Petersen, and Board of Gouernors President (1984 and 1985) 
George Kieffer. (For more on the Senate logo see ^43 below.) 
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55. 1985 - flcodemic Stnote publications eHPond to include tmo 
sig nificant uiorks:"Tou>nrd o More Effectiue Senate "and ' Facult y Role 
in accreditation. ' Written by the Senate Committee on Relations with 
Local Senates, chaired by Eileen Lewis, Canada, "Toward a More 
Effectiue Senate' includes material on local senate relations with 
trustees, the collectiue bargaining agent, and the statewide Senate, 
as well as suggestions forJocal senate structure. The booklet also 
incorporates material from the brochure "The Role of the Academic 
Senate* adopted as an official position paper in 1976, with reuisions in 
1978 and 1980. EKOCutiue Commitee and Accrediting Commission 
member Ual Uilla prepared and edited a booklet on 'The Aole of the 
Fatuity in Accreditation.' This OKtensiuely distributed document 
includes an especially helpful interuieui with former Accrediting 
Commission Director Bob Swenson. Senate publications on a uariety of 
topics houe increased from the eleuen cited in the 1978 Annual Report 
to 36 items in the 1985 Report. Aequests for Senate material haue 
come from colleges, libraries, research institutes and indiuiduals 
throughout the nation and from as far away as Japan. 

56. 1985 - The CPEC Reoort on Community Colle g e Transfer inuolues the 
Academic Senate. The report, prepared by a CPEC Ad Hoc Committee on 
Community College Tiansfer, was adopted in March, 1985, and out of 
twenty-four recommendations, three (^2, ^3, and ^6) eKplicitly 
inuolue the Academic Senate in assisting to reaffirm the importance of 
the community college transfer funcUon. President Carmen Decker's 
testimony before the Committee and the Commission was significant 
in assuring the role of the Senate in such areas (recommended by the 
report) as academic aduising (a position paper on this issue has 
already been adopted by the Senate) and the deuelopment of a core 
curriculum for high school stu^'ents planning to enroll in a transfer 
program. 

57. 1935 - President Carmen Decker or g anizes a presentation and a 
reception at the national AACJC Conference in San Die go. For the first 
time the Senate sponsors a forum at the national conuention of the 
American Association of Community and Junior Colleges in April, 1985. 
The Forum Presentation was titled 'Maintaining Open Access Through 
Matriculation and Faculty Aduising.' The reception carried on the 
pioneering work of Bob Siluerman at the 1984 Washington, D.C. 
AACJC meeting in working toward a national network of Academic 
Senates. The Senate sponsors an April, 1986 AACJC presentation on 
collegiol gouernonce with participants from three states. President 
Mark Edelstein and Enecutiue Member Jim Prager will represent the 
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flcodemic Senate on the panel at the Orlando, Florida conference. Also 
planned for the Orlando conuention Is a business meeting, chaired by 
Edelstein, to further deuelop a national Senate netuiork . 

50. 1905 - The Senate has a nart-time secretar y for its Sacramento 
office and a phone number. Deglnning October 1, 1905 the Senate 
contracted with Susan Regan, who already was working in the 
Chancellor's Office, to work sIh hours a week for the Senate. In 
addition, the Senate may be called 24 hours a day at: 916-441-5465. 

59. 1905 - Chancellor Joshua Smith su p oorts a g reater role for facult q 
imolleQe oouemance. Chancellor Smith in his speech before the 
Academic Senate fall conference and in his now-famous Nouember 
speech at Cloremont Graduate School of Education, supports a 
significant and important role for faculty in college gouemance, 
including a greater role for faculty in peer hiring and eualuetion. He 
asks that each college haue a gouemance charter "which outlines the 
participation of faculty and students" in college gouemance. 

60. 1906 - The Commission for the Heuicw of the Master Plan for 
Higher Education sup ports stren g thening the role of academic senates 
in oouernance. In the March, 1906 final draft af the Commission's 
report. Commission recommendation ^50 states "that the Doard of 
Gouernors strengthen the role of faculty senates with respect to the 
determination and administratian af academic standards; ceurse 
appreual; hiring, retention, and eualuotien of faculty; and other 
academic functians." This proposal, along with the complete "final 
draft," is noui being considered by the Joint Legislatiue Committe for 
the Reuiew of the Master Plan for Higher Education. Recommendation 
^50 is supported by local senates and the state Senate; it is OKpected 
that there will, in the future, be an oHpanded role for local senates 
and for the Rcademic Senate for California Community Colleges. I 
anticipate that the noHt "60 MHestones in the History of Senates and 
the Rcademic Senate for California Community Colleges" wiH continue 
to show concern for community college students and what is best for 
their education. 
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APPENDIX A 



Assembly Concurrent Resolution No. ^8 of the 1963 Regular Session of 
the California Legislature. 

WHEREAS J It is traditional that faculty members in institutions 
Of higher learning participate in policy formation on academic and 
professional matters at such institutions through academic senates 
and councils; and 

WHEREAS, The master plan recognizes the junior colleges as an 
integral part of the system of higher education in California; and 

WHE3iEAS, The trustees of the state colleges have established a 
statewide faculty senate thereby leaving the junior college system 
the only remaining member of the tripartite master plan for higher 
education In California without such a faculty organization; and 

WHEREAS, Junior colleges are to be organized and administered 
as a separate and Independent system of higher education under the 
State Board of Education; now, therefore, be it 

RESOLVED by the Assembly of the State of California, the Senate 
thereof concurring, That the State Board of Education is hereby 
requested to provide for the establishment at each junior college of 
an academic senate or council wherein the faculty members shall be 
freely selected by their colleagues for the purpose of representing 
them in the formation of policy on academic and professional 
matters at such junior colleges; and be it further 

RESOLVED, That the Chief Clerk of the Assembly transmit copies 
or this resolution to the State Board of Education and to the 
governing boards of each junior college district i.: California.

I. Title V of the Adnlnlstratlve Code 
Subchapter 2 — ACADEMIC SENATES 

53200. Def 1 n1 t 1ons » For the purpose of this subchapter: 

(a) "'Faculty** ncans those certificated persons who teach 
full*t1«e In a connunlty college or other full-tine certificated 
persons who do not perforn any service for the college that 
require an adnlnlstratlve or supervisory credential. 

(b) "Acadenic senate** and **faculty council** neans an 
organization forned In accordance with the provisions of this 
subchapter whose prinary function 1s/ as the representative of 
the faculty, to nake reconnendati ons to the adnlnlstratlon of a 
college and to tiie governing board of a district with respect to 
acadenic and professional natters. 

Note: Authority cited for Chap. 1, Subchap. 2: Sections 
193, 197, and 22650 Education Code. 

53201 . Acadeni c Senate or Faculty Counci I . 

In order that the faculty nay have fornal and effective 
procedure for participating In the fornatlon of district policies 
on acadenic and professional natters, an acadenic senate or 
faculty council nay be established at the college and/or district 
level. 

53202. Fornati on; Procedures; Henbershlp. 

The following procedure shall be used to establish an 
acadenic senate or faculty council: 

(a) The faculty of a connunlty college shall vote by secret 
ballot to forn an acadenic senate or faculty council. 

(b) In nultl-college districts, the faculty of the district 
colleges nay vote whether or not to forn a district acadenic 
sena'.e. Such a vote .ihall be by secret ballot. 

f') The governing board of the district shall recognize the 
acadenic senate or faculty council and authorize the faculty to: 

(1) Fix and anend by vote of the faculty the 

conposltlon, stru^.ture, and procedures of the 
acadenic senate or faculty council. 

(2) Provide for the selection. In accordance with 
accepted denocratic e lection procedures, of 
the nenbers of the acadeni c senate or f acu Ity 
counci I. 
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(d) The faculty Hay provide for the neabershlp of part-tlae 
faculty Beabers In the acadenlc senate or faculty council. 

(e> In the absence of any full*-tlHe faculty Benbers In a 
coHHunlty college, the part-*tlHe faculty of such coHHunlty 
college may form an acadenlc senate or faculty council as stated 
In 53200b and 53201. 

53203. Powers. 

After cotiS u 1 1 a 1 1 on with the administration of Its conBunlty 
college, the acadenlc senate or faculty council nay present Its 
written views and reconnendat Ions to the governing board. The 
governing board shall consider and respond to such views and 
reconnendatlons. 

53204. "Heet and Confer." 

Upon the request of the acadenlc senate or faculty council 
and subject to Chapter 9 (connencing with Section 54950) of Part 
I, Division 2, Title 5 of the Governnent Code relating to public 
neetlngs when Lppllcable, the governing board or such board 
nenbers or adnlnlstrati ve officers as It nay designate shall neet 
and confer with representatives of the acadenlc senate or faculty 
council with respect to reconnendatlons nade or proposed to be 
nade by the senate or faculty council. The designation of board 
nenbers or adnlnlstratlve officers as provided herein shall not 
preclude the representatives of an acadenlc or faculty council 
fron neeting with, or appearing before, the governing board with 
respect to the views, reconnendatlons, or proposals of the senate 
or council at a regular or special neeting of the board. 

53205. Duties Assigned by Adnl n1 st rat 1 on and 6overn1 ng 

Board. 

An acadenlc senate or faculty council nay assune such 
responsibilities and perforn such functions as nay be required of 
It by the adn 1 n1 st rat 1 on of Its connunlty college or the 
governing board of the district nalntalning Its connunlty 
college. 

53206. Acadenlc Senate for Call f ornia Connunlty Colleges . 

(a> In order that the connunlty college faculty of 
California nay have a fornal and effective procedure for 
participating In the fornatlon of state policies on acadenlc and 
professional natters, an Acadenlc Senate for the California 
Connur.lty Colleges has been established through ratification by 
local acadenlc senates or faculty councils. 

(b> The Board of Governors recognizes the Acadenlc Senate 
of the California Connunlty Colleges as the representative of 
Connunlty College acadenlc senates or faculty councils before the 
Board of Governors and the Chancellor's Office. 
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II. 3540: Governwent Code, Title 1. (SB 160) 

It Is the further Intention of the Legislature that nothing 
contained In this chapter shall be construed to restrict^ Unit, 
or prohibit the full exercise of the functions of any acadeaic 
senate or faculty council established by a school district In a 
coMunlty college to represent the faculty In Making reconnienda- 
tlons to the administration and governing board of such school 
district with respect to district policies on academic and 
professional matters, so long as the exercise of such functions 
does not conflict with lawful collective agreements.
